members of the Master Plumbers’ As- 


sociation. 

Manager Boehnken of the Crane com- 
pany testified he wouldn’t sell Coyne 
Bros. the bathtubs because he had 
heard they wanted to raise the price on 
them, thus forcing the Master Plumb- 
ers’ Association to buy up their car- 
Joad at an increased figure. 

Redmond 8S. Brennan, former sales 
manager for the company, Wednesday 
testified that he took the order for the 
tubs, but that Manager Boehnken 
“did not send him any fi@wers’’ when 
he heard of it, because it would place 
@ weapon in the Coyne Bros. hands to 
use against the Master Plumbers’ As- 
sociation. 

‘Brennan was told by Boehnken to in- 
duce the-Coyne Bros. to withdraw their 
order for the bathtubs. Brennan said 
they did so. 

However, the Neved Bros. are using 
the bathtub incident as the basis of 
their suit to show that after the Crane

On cross-exami- 
nation he said he had nothing to do with 
the sales at his house, but filled orders 
after they had been “O.. K.’d"” by an 
official. He named Redmond S. Brennan 
@s one of the men whose “O. K.” was 
necessary. 

Mr. Brennan was the next witness. He 
was at one time local sales manager. 
He denied that he had refused to sell 
to any firm not a member of the Master 
Plumbers’ Association. He admitted 
that he only sold to non-members of the 
association in exceptional cases. 

“I never flatly refused to sell any man 
Bren- 
man said. “There was an injunction in 
force at that time restraining our com- 
pany from refusing to sell plumbers 
goods for that reason. 

: Had to Dodge Injunction. 

“Then the reason you did not flatly 
gefuse to sell such. plumbers at all 
times was to dodge this injunction?” 
Attorney A. R. Taylor asked. 

“Yes,"" admitted Brennan. 

The witness denied he had instructed 
galesmen generally to refuse to solicit 
or accept business from non-members of 
the Master Plumbers’ Association. He 
admitted he had advised certain sales- 
men not to solicit certain non-members 
if it interfered with them getting more 
business from members. 

Mr. Taylor asked Brennan if he re- 
fused to sell a Mr. Rammell of Hous- 
ton, Tex., because he was a non-mem- 
ber, while he (Brennan) was acting as 
assistant manager. 

Attorney Lehman for the Crane Co 
which Coyne Bros. are suing for dam- 
ages, objected to the question. The 
objection was overruled. Brennan did 
not remember the particular case, but 
gaid he had advised a salesman in that 
section to take the business of a mem- 
ber of the association in preference to 
@ non-member, if he couldn't get both 
and the business of the member 
greater.

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THE TORRENTIAL DES PERES. 

What has been described as the June “inunda- 
tion” at De Hodiamont from the “torrentia]” 
River Des Peres was a mere nothing compared 
to inundations on -record when that usually 
humorous but sometimes formidable stream is 
actually “torrential.” , 

The damage done is likely to grow greater 
every year as the city extends along the course 
its growth must follow. The secret of the power 
of the little stream for trouble is that, small as it 
seems in ordinary weather, it extends its several 
sources to the ridge which divides the Mississippi 
highlands from those of the Missouri. During 
heavy rains, it brings down from the west and 
northwest a great part of the drainage of an ex- 
tensive hill area into what is likely soon to be 
central St. Louis. If this “torrential” water had 
a direct course out of the city in the general 
course the river follows until it has passed 
through Forest Park, the problem of dealing 
with it would be greatly simplified. But it must 
now carry the water it brings through Forest 
Park out of the city on the west before resuming 
its general direction on the Carondelet frontier. 

If the stream is to be controlled at all, obvious- 
ly it ought to be done before the extension of the 
resident section further to the west and south-

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ST. LOUIS PURE MILK WAR 
What the Commission Is Doing to Purify the City’s Lacteal 
| Supply. 
By W. H. McCLAIN, 


Secretary of the Pure Milk Commission.

what these terms mean. 

The St. Louis Pure Milk Commission has tried to impress upon our citi- 
zens, especially those living in the congested district of the city, that if all 
milk were clean—that is, if drawn from healthy cows and handled under 
proper sanitary conditions, and ther. Kept at a temperature of 40 degrees or 
less—there would be no need of pasteurization or sterilization. 

The milk thus prepared and kept would only need to be modified to make 
it of the consistency and strength of the mother’s milk at the various ages of 
the child. Unfortunately, much of the milk that is delivered to the poor is 
mot clean. It is produced under very unfavorable conditions, improperly 
handled and often treated with chemicals to prevent souring. This milk is 
sold for infant-feeding, and the result is a greatly increased death rate among 
children. 

To pasteurize unclean milk simply kills the disease germs it contains, but 
Goes not remove them from the milk. 

The very best milk that comes to this city is prepared under specifications 
made by the St. Louis Pure Milk Commission, which requires, among other 
things, the testing frequently (and without notice to the dairy men) of the herd 
for disease, particularly tuberoulosi; —diseased cows are immediately taken 
from the herd; the construction of sanitary barns; special care in cleaning tne 
stables and cows before milking; the sterilizing of the containers into which 
the milk is drawn; cleanliness of the milkers; the cooling and bottling of the 
milk, and keeping the milk at a low temperature until delfvery to the cus- 
tomer. Note that this milk is bottled at the farm, never sent to the city in 
bulk, and is handled the fewest possible times. 

Milk furnished under these conditions must contain less than 30,000 bacteria 
to the cubic centimeter (about one-quarter of a teaspoonful). Some milk sold on 
the market contains as high as nine million bacteria to the cubic centimeter. 
The number of bacteria is always an eVidence of unclean handling, and while 
a@ little dirt or a few germs might not hurt an able-bodied grown person, they 
pre exceedingly dangerous to babies. 

To the dairies that contract to produce milk under the conditions pre- 
ascribed by the Pure Milk Commission, a certificate is given, and if the high 
standard is kept up the certificate is renewed each month. 

This milk is called “certified milk,” and every bottle contains the certificate 
of the commission. Always look for the certificate under the metal cap of 
the bottle; it is a guarantee of cleanliness. 


Mo has been written about pasteurized, sterilized and modified milk, 


The Pure Milk Commission, in addition to certifying dairies, prepares milk | 


for infant-feeding. ‘That is, it ‘akes the certified milk and modifies it by the 
nddition of water, milk sugar and lime water, etc., to make it of. proper 
girength for feeding infants, sick or well. Four modifications are made: 

Formula A—Put up in two On four cunce bottles, for infants from birth to 
one month. 

Formula B—Put ae in five and seven ounce bottles, for infants from fifth 
to ninth month. 

Formula C~—Pure whole milk in eight-ounce bottles for infants from 
months up. 

The milk is pasteurized, nct boiled, but raised to a temperature of 167 de- 
grees, which kills the bacteria, after which it is put into sterilized bottles. It 
is then ecerked and placed in a refrigerator, from which it is taken and 
packed in boxes and covered with crushed ice. The boxes are delivered to 
the stations.
